The prisoners and 
deliverers had gathered in front of 
the building by this time and one of 
the men fired at him. Kittlebank 
hegan firing at the fleeing party and 
Dowlin also emptied his pistol at 
them.

The Constitution has published 
dis>atches from the Georgia melon 
belt that hundreds of cars are on 
the sidings not moving, and that 
growers are contemplating unload- 
ing and feeding them to their hogs, 
particularly as: buyers are offering 
less f. o: b. destinations than the 
freight charges. 

This is the result ot faulty dis- 
tribution. The attempt apparently, 
not only in watermelons, but in 
other fruits—notably peaches—to 
select a few primary markets like’ 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago and St. Louis, and unload 
the entire Georgia production upon 
these markets, thereby creating 
glutted conditions, and by the un- 
failing law of supply and demand 
precipitating disastrous breaks in 
prices. There are thousands of 
markets in America today in which 
a Georgia watermelon and a Geor- 
gia peach are not procurable. Then 
the system of distribution is not 
only too restricted but in violation 
of the vegy fundamental of cooper- 
ative marketing which ts to so regu- 
late distribution that the starved 
markets shall be supplied and the 
overstocked markets brought to 
normal. 

There is no such thing as even 
approaching overproduction’ of 
either melons or peaches if we base 
supply upon the full American de- 
mand, but there is if distribution is 
concentrated into a few primary 
markets, as seems to be the case 
now. 


THE COAL PROBLEM. 


The political commentators who 
are camped just outside the white 
pine reservation in which President 
Coolidge is dividing time between 
fishing for pike and tighting mos- 
quitoes, say that as soon as the 
weather permits he will take up 
vigorously the coal situation. It 
would appear, as the news comes to 
the outside from the administra- 
tion’s official spokesman, ‘that the 
president is determined to “do 
something.” 

There has been almost inexcus- 
able tardiness on this coal situation. 
The fact finding commission worked 
early and late and made its report 
years ago. Its recommendations 
were regarded as sound and its 
facts, as established by thorough and 
exhaustive hearings, were in many 
instances startling. And yet the 
situation, from a goveri:ment stand- 
point in so far as securing and pro- 
tecting the public, has not been 
touched, 

It is now stated from Paul 
Smith’s that the president will en- 
deavor to secure the acceptance by 
miners and operators of a plan for 
adjusting labor disputes similar to 
that embodied in the new railroad 
labor act. That is weak at best, but 
it is better than nothing. The fed- 
eral government has no control over 
mining as it has over interstate 
commerce, thereby such an act gov- 
erning mining can accomplish noth- 
ing more than through the force of 
moral svasion. And yet with the 
authorized publicity it may arouse 
public opinion, which is a powerful 
force when propérly directed. And 
usually it is. *

teeth in the matter and instead of 
a method of voluntary arbitration 
adopt the recommendations of the 
coal commission, and at least estab- 
lish a permanent fact-finding board. 
These were incorporated in a bill 
by Senator Copeland introdi:ced in 
the last session, but the adminis- 
tration apparently gave it no 
thought or encouragement.

A most curious monument. was 
erected the other day at Waterloo. 
The chief of the Belgian general staff 
inaugurated the monument, “To the 
Belgians Killed at Waterloo.” Now 
the truth of the matter is that in 1815 
there was no Belgium, and consequent- 
ly no Belgian soldiers. There were 
South Netherlanders, of course, and 
they either fought on the French side 
or under the banners of the Prince of 
Orange. Belgium was created out of 
the seceding Netherland provinces in 
1839. The obliging great powers drew 
an arbitrary line and divided the 
Flemings from the Hollanders, peoples 


who, historically, culturally and even 


linguistically, belong -together. This 
new —, was given the name 
of Belgium, so called after a tribe of 
Gallic warriors whom Caesar encount- 
ered there 1,800 years before in the 
northern forests of Gaul. However 
one examines the question and twists 
the facts, a monument to soldiers who 
never existed, remains a curiosity of 
the most uncommon kind.

Balfour’s 
Tribute. 


There are few men who can pay so 
eloquent, and at the same time so 
truthful a tribute as Lord Balfour. 
His tribute to the Hebrew genius at 
the opening of the Jerusalem univer- 
sity last year was a closely reasoned 
analysis of the new Jewish national- 
ism». Recently he paid a warm tribute 
to Rudyard Kipling, when the latter 
was presented with the gold medal of 
the Royal Society of Literature. He 
referred to writers as “raking the 
dumps of the English language for 
words that shall range further, hit 
harder and explode over a wider area, 
than the service pattern words in com- 
mon use.” He added that “Gulliver’s 
Travels” is as much as the world has 
chosen to retain of Jonathan Swift, 
master of‘irony. It is like turning 
down the glare of a volcano to light 
a child to bed.. In presenting the 
medal to Mr. Kipling, Lord Balfour 
pointed out that only three other 
medals had been presented. He first 
heard of Mr. Kipling in the “eighties,” 
when he was given a green paper 
bound copy of his works. He read ; 
them with rapture and avidity, and 
felt that a new genius had arisen 
above the horizon. Mr. Kipling’s words 
were hallmarked with the peculiar 
stamp of individual genius, in his 
ease wholly unmistakable. Mr. Kip- 
ling imitated no one, and no one had 
imimtated him without disaster over- 
taking them. He invented his own 
style, subjects and treatment and had 
arrested the attention of all the gen- 
erations for which he had written.

PRELIMINARY STAGE OF 
HEART DISEASE. 


Chronie myocarditis is impairment 
of the efficiency of the heart muscle 
from degenerative changes in the mus- 
cle tissue, This term, myocarditis, 


means literally inflammation of the 
heart niuscle but it is not what the 
layman ordinarily understands as in- 
flammation. It is rather degeneration 
—the muscle cells or fibers are gradu- 
ally broken down and repiaced by 
fibrous or scar tissue which of courss, 
can do no work. This process con- 
stitutes slow heart muscle failure. 

With a desire to warn folks, not to 
scare ’em, 1 would say here at the 
take off that when a heart is in any 
way embarrassed by “gas pressure” 
that heart is sick. And this being 
a dark lowering day, I'll add this: 
In every case of “acute indigestion” 
is .being deceived, Often 
it is just the newspaper reader; 
sometimes it is the patient; occasion- 
ally it is the doctor. But “acute in- 
digestion” simply doesn’t happen in 
reality. In a good many cases in 
which “acute indigestion” conceals the 
facts, the trouble is myocarditis. 

For years before the chronic myo- 
carditis patient comes under medical 
care there are definite signs of heart 
impairment which the victim delib- 
erately elects to ignore, or perhaps 
he ascribes his condition to his age, or 
to overwork or nervous exhaustion 
or indigestion or high blood pressure. 
People who are not quite so well as 
they should be, indulge too freely in 
this purblind practice of self soothing, 
giving their ailments pleasant but 
meaningless names and “trying” this 
and that method of treatment which 
purports to be good for just such 
vague troubles. 

At present dietry meddling is the 
favorite syort of the valetudinary pop- 
ulation. It is refreshing to meet a 
person who is not in perfect health 
yet entertains no freak notion or 
unny fad about diet. Prebably there 
is more downright foolishness about 
food and diet marketed to the Ameri- 
can public today th : any other line 
of hokum. One of the fool notions is 
that a person with any manifestation 
of cardiovarcular disease—heart mus- 
cle failure, hardening of the arteries, 
chronie Bright’s disease—shouldn’t eat 
meat. Akin to this popular o i 
is one which turns up several times 
daily in my correspondence with read- 
ers—the fancy that albumin in the 
urine -comes from eating albuminous 
foods such as lean meat or white of 
eggs or from eating to much of such 
foods. There is no ground for these 
notions. If food is a factor of cardio- 
vascular disease or any of its mani- 
festations in heart, arteries or kidneys, 
or if overeating is at all to blame for 
these troubles, is more reason to

Under our general history of two 
party government, and with the power

It is getting more difficult every 
week to induce French statesmen of 
real administrative ability to under- 
take cabinet making or engineering in 
present circumstances.
